Career Modules now offered

Career Modules, a new 
elective program stressing 
career orientation, is being 
offered for students in the 
College of Liberal Arts, ac- 
cording to Dr. Mary Ann Mc- 
Bride, dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts. 

The College of Liberal Arts 
(CLA) recognizes that in a 
student's individual educational 
development and career 
orientation, selection of a minor 
can be helpful* Minors may be of 
two kinds: iu an academic 
discipline where a student 
majoring in one discipline may 
minor in another by taking 
approximately 21 semester 
hours of course work in the 
minor area in consultation with 
a student's faculty adviser or 
(2) the new program of career 
modules where any one of the 
majors in Liberal Arts can be 
combined with a core of minor 
subjects which should give the 
student immediate employment 
options while enabling him to 
remain flexible regarding 
ultimate career decisions. 

Under the Career Modules 
program the CLA recommends 
that the student, with the aid of 
his adviser, select one of three 
modules in combination with his 
major subject by the beginning 
of his sophomore year. The 
modules are U) preprofesional, 
(2) commimicationdnfor motion 
processing skills and (31 
business administration. 

the preprofessional 

module is for the student who 
desires a traditional liberal arts 
degree, and / or the student who 
plans to pursue graduate studies 
in an academic discipline, law 
school, medical school or 
divinity school. A major in 


preprofessional Speech 
Pathology is also offered* With 
the aid of his adviser, a student 
may choose electives that will 
give him a concentration in a 
minor area. Courses in 
philosophy, foreign languages, 
English, history and fine arts 
should be especially helpful, 
according to the CLA. 

The com muni cat ion- 
information processing skills 
module is for the student in- 
terested in developing a 
background in commercial and 
industrial writing, translating, 
advertising, mass media and 
other information-handling 
vocations. A foreign language 
major may also take the option 
in Bilingual Office Ad- 
ministration. After consultation 
with his adviser, a student can 
combine the major of his choice 
with a special concentration in 
courses in such areas as 
business administration, 
speech, journalism, English, 
foreign languages, fine arts, 
management and computer 
science. A student's adviser will 
provide a list of the specific 
courses recommended for this 
option. 

THE BUSINESS AD- 
MINISTRATION module is for 
Hie student who desires career 
possibilities in business and 
government and the job- 
oriented education. With the aid 
of his adviser, a student can 
combine his major with special 
concentration in courses in 
accounting, economics, finance, 
general business, management* 
personnel management a nd or 
marketing* Advisers can 
provide a list of specific courses 
recommended for this option. 

A student choosing one of the 
CLA modules should maintain 
dose contact with the L5US 


Placement Office from the 
beginning of his sophomore year 
until graduation. ^Though a 
university degree w ill not 
guarantee a job. the con- 
scientious liberal arts major 
who chooses a minor carefully 
should find employment op- 
portunities after graduation/ 1 ' 
according to Dr. McBride. Also 
the career module completed 
will be noted on a student's 
transcript as a permanent 
record for future employers. 

THE NEW VOLUNTARY 
program was formulated by the 
liberal Arts Programs and 
Planning Committee this 
summer* The commitee con- 
sulted with the College of 
Business Administration and 
members of the LSUS Citizens 
Advisory Committee/ 1 said Dr. 
McBride, adding, “l hope that it 
will be helpful to the Liberal 
Arts student; any student 
desiring information should 
come to my office." Dr. Mc- 
Bride recommends for students 
a liberal arts career workbook- 
"Path'* by Howard E. Figler 
which is available in the 
University Library* 

'The College of Liberal Arts is 
trying to answer a need being 
experienced nationwide. To 
illustrate this point the following 
appeared last in an article by 
the Associated Press: 'Un- 
deremploy merit— Another Job 
Problem/'' said Dr* Wilfred 
Guerin, chairman of the CLA 
programs and Planning Com- 
mittee.

June grads get jobs

The majority of the 1975 LSUS 
graduates who have recently 
applied for employment have 
been successfully placed, ac- 
cording to Phyllis Graham, 
LSUS placement director. 

In the College of Business 
Administration, 33 of 35 
graduates were easily placed, 
Graham said. ‘‘Since ac- 
countants are so much in 
demand nationwide, these 
graduates found jobs im- 
mediately/' she continued, 
Penzoit, Texas Eastern, 
Arkansas-Louisiana Gas Co., 
and several other oil companies 
hired LSUS business majors. 

ALTHOUGH 54 College of 
Education majors are searching 
for jobs in the Shreveport- 
Bossier area, it is un- 
derler mined whether teaching 
jobs are vacant. According to 
Graham, the Caddo Parish 
School Board has not yet 
decided its need. 

Several graduates have found 
jobs in private school systems 
such as Si. Pious XI and Agnew 
Town and Country Day School, 
“A General Studies graduate 
has no difficulty in finding a job 
because it is the most diver- 
sified field/' Graham said* AJJ 
46 General Studies graduates 
attained employment*

were given in law en- 
formcemenl. Police officers 
have been promoted or are now 
employed by the FBI on com* 
pleiion of their degrees. 

BASICALLY, STUDENTS 
graduating with a liberal arts 
degree are continuing their 
education; however, various 
companies and the U.S, 
Government have employed 
new graduates* 

Several liberal arts seniors 
are taking courses at LSUS 
working toward another degree* 

Twenty-two science graduates 
are continuing their education 
at (he Med Tech School and the 
LSU Med School.

It’s that time of the year again. 
Labor Day is gone, summer is prac- 
tically over, assignments are piling up 
and the veteran LSUS student knows 
Student Government Association 
(SGA) senate elections are just around 
the corner. 

The necessity of that debatably 
august body has been argued every 
semester since the group has been 
organized with no clear consensus ever 
being decided. 

A good example, however, of the 
general attitude of the students 
towards the SGA is the statement one 
senior (who is anything but apathetic 
towards LSUS) made to the Almagest. 
He indicated he was going to run for 
the senate without any campaigning 
"just to see if I can get elected." We 
won’t be surprised if he is. 

Oh well, the arguments certainly 
won't cease this semester. Without 
accidently starting them up again, we 
will try to make an unemotional 
assessment of what the students should 
expect from the SGA this semester. 

Whether it is because of student 
cynicism or actual SGA inaction, the 
senate has always been the butt of 
most cr : ‘icism. Last semester the 
senate established several programs 
that directly benefitted the students 
(the Book Referral Service a good 
example); purchased a color 
television and curtains for the Snack 
Bar; and did several other smaller 
things (such as furnishing checker and 
chess sets), all in the student’s in- 
terest. 

Yet, to its own discredit, most of the 
senate's time was spent in 
meaningless, mindless, and many 
times, immature arguments about 
issues such as by-laws revision, 
parliamentary procedure, or im- 
peachment (always a favorite). These 
silly wastes of time, unfortunately, are 
apparently what sticks in the mind of 
most students. 

So while this semester’s senate is 
trying to overcome its inherited 
deficiencies, we focus attention on the 
one person who must assume the 
responsibility of being the main liasion 
between the student body and ad- 
ministration : the president of the SGA, 
Billy Lyons. 

In one of the most unusual upset 
elections in the short SGA history, 
Lyons won the election in the second 
ballot by a margin of 2-to-l over the 
closest competitor. That’s not so 
unusual, but Lyons is old enough to be 
the father of many of the students who 
voted for him. Now, wouid you vote for 
your dad? In fact, he is the father of 
two freshman here. 

Whether this age difference will be a 
hindrance or advantage is yet to be 
seen. But from all indications. Lyons 
seems to be a very determined in- 
dividual who will follow his plans to 
their enactment or defeat. 


A straight-talking Navy veteran (28 
years), Lyons has already put the vice 
on some careless SGA expenditures. 
Members complain they can no longer 
make all the Xerox copies they want 
(at 3c a copy) or they no longer have an 
inexhaustible amount of office sup- 
plies. 

Small things, sure, but we now have 
one example of Lyons doing exactly 
what he told us he would do; one 
example of someone actually following 


through on a promise, and that’s 
refreshing. Besides, this kind of strict 
control, as petty as it may seem, is 
exactly what the senate needs. 

Lyons wants the problem of LSUS to 
be first priority of the SGA, as they 
should be. Now if he can keep his 
determination to achieve that goal 
throughout the long semester and use 
it to vent the energy of senate in the 
right directions, he might turn out to be 
exactly what the SGA (and student 
body) needs. We wish him luck.

Undoubtedly* the book 
publishers are behind this 
particular money-grubbing 
scheme; however* it must be 
emphasized that the 
distributional inadequacies of 
the books are located here 
within the LSUS system. 

The Bookstore has been at- 
tacked* and maybe unfairly* but 
someone is responsible for the 
horrible delay that is becoming 


a yearly occurrence, (l might be 
stepping on somebody's toes but 
I didn’t wear golf shoes for 
nothing. ) If anyone ran his 
business the way LSUS runs its 
Bookstore, he'd be out of 
business faster than * well* 
anyway, to skip the analogy — 
pretty damn quick.

The Department of Con* 
ferences and Institutes has 
established an Institute for 
Legal Assistants with classes 
beginning Sept. 17. 

A legal assistant' is a trained 
specialist who can manage a 
law office operation, assist the 
lawyer in his research, aid in the 
development of services and 
collection of information from 
clients and preparation of legal 
documents, He is familiar with 
using and interpreting material 
sources such as law digests* 
encyclopedias and practice 
manuals. Often he begins 
procedures and drafts materials 
from which the lawyer works. 

John Powell* director of 
Conferences and Institutes, said 
a high school diploma or the 
equivalent is necessary for 
students enrolling in the 
program. “No previous law 
office experience is required,' 1 

The program Is divided into 
four courses per semester. Class 
times range from 6:15 to 7:45 
p,m, and from 8 to 9: 30 p.m. on 
Mondays and Wednesdays. The 
courses for this fall cover the 
following topics: basic and 
general material, real estate* 
family law (domestic relations) 
and litigation. 

Next spring's topics include a 
continuation of basic and 
general material begun in the 
fall, probate* debtor-creditor 
relations and advanced 
litigation. 

Instructors are John B, 
Hussey, J, Phillip Goode* 
Kenneth Rigby and Hani E, 
Dehan, Each course is $35, After 
the program is completed* 
students receive certificates.

LSUS Psychology Depart- 
ment Chairman Dr. George A. 
Kemp is chairman of the Board 
of Examiners of Psychologists 
for 1975-76. In his third and final 
year on the board, he considers 
the opportunity “to serve the 
public by issuing licenses to 
those who desire to practice 
clinical psychology in 
Louisiana, crucial to main- 
taining high ethics in the 
profession. 1 * 

Additionally, his devotion to 
the board “takes time from my 
private life and professional 
work; however, it is worthwhile 
because it attains contact with 
others in the profession, it 
recruits outstanding potential 
instructors and, finally, it gives 
recognition to LSUS.” 

"FURTHER* FOR ONE to 
receive a license in Louisiana, a 
practitioner must have a Ph.d., 
pass a national exam and have 
the required academic training. 
Then he must pass an oral 
exam*” Dr. Kemp said. 

Dr. Kemp has taught at LSUS 
since 1969, He was on the faculty 
of Kansas State College from 
1960-62 and Northwestern State 
University from 1962*69. 

At LSUS he teaches Human 
Sexuality, Psy. 325 and 
Psychology' of Adjustment, Psy. 
305. 

Moreover, he has practiced 
clinical psychology in Kansas 
and Texas and continues to treat 
one patient at a time. 

Dll. KEMP RECEIVED a 
B.A. and M.A, from Texas A & I 
in Corpus Christie and a doc- 
torate from North Texas State 
University. In 1965 he did 
postdoctorate work at the Gesell 
Institute of Child Development 
of the Yale Medical School. 

As a parent he is involved with 
youth activities, primarily 
Church League Basketball .

6 Cabaret ’ cast attempts the impossible

Shreveport Little Theater 
director Michael Velrie has 
assumed a monumental un- 
dertaking in his summer 
musical production of 
“Cabaret/ 1 

A large cast, intricate dance 
numbers and the limitations of 
the theatre would seem to deter 
any sane person, but theatre 
people are crazy and attempt 
the impossible. It is to Vetrie’s 
credit that he has succeeded in 
the most part with his attempt of 
the impossible. 

"CABARET*” TO anyone w ho 
has not seen the movie (which, 
incidentally* was a vehicle for 
Liza Minelli and bears little 
resemblance to the stage play), 
is about the decadence of Berlin 
just prior to the Nazi’s assuming 
full control Played against the 
backdrop of the Kit Kat Klub, 
the people of Berlin wallow f in an 
orgy of sin* blind to what is 
happening about them. 

There are two love stories* 
that of Sally Bowles* an English 
entertainer at the club, and her 
American boyfriend, who 
eventauily will write the 
“Berlin© Stories,” and the more 
touching, poignant affair bet- 
ween Fraulein Schneider and 


landlady, Fraulein Schneider , 
and Irving Zeldman as Herr 
Schultz. Completely sub- 
merging her own personality, 
the actress reached great 
heights emotionally as a woman 
turning her back on her Jewish 
lover so that she might survive. 
Herr Schultz, an older couple 
more deeply affected by I he 
maelstrom. 

IN THE PIVOTAL role of the 
dub’s master of ceremonies is 
Richard Schmidt. A role most 
crucial to the play, the m.c. is 
the personification of the 
decadence of the times. Vocally 
the actor was excellent* 
managing his difficult musical 
numbers well but he needs to 
relax and not work so hard. 

Lee Ellen Hollowly as Sally 
Bowles presented a brittle* 
sophisticated girl, oblivious to 
all but her ow r n amorous ad- 
ventures. She belts out all her 
numbers with great verve. As 
her lover* Terry Hansen was at 
his best. 

THE PERFORMANCES of 
the evening, however, were that 
of Isobel Rosenbloom as the 
Her every inflection and gesture 
were perfect. Particularly 
delightful were the “Pineapple” 
number and “Married*” duets 


sung with Zeidman as a small 
man caught in a large web, A 
dynamic actor, Zeidman 
managed to convey the 
sweetnes and humility of 
Schultz with great warmth. 
Their moments together on the 
stage were the most rewarding. 

In lesser roles were Geraldine 
Van Tiem as a prostitute who 
could not keep her client’s 
names straight* and Danny 
Sklar as Ernst Ludwig, a Nazi. 
Both were capale, but Mi'S, Van 
Tiem managed her German 
ac ee n 1 w i t h I a r g r ca ter skill tha t 
Sklar. 

CilNfi i:u F.OLJVl E K * S 
choreography and the execution 
by the chorus line served the 
production numbers well Kip 
Holloway's set was simple but 
serviceable, wdth Cabaret 
spelled out in large script 
illuminated by numerous light 
bulbs. Virginia deForesl and her 
i musicians gave good support. 

In all fairness, this reviewer 
saw the show at a preview and 
the energy level was not where 
it should have been, notably in 
the opeing number, which 
lacked vitality. However, this 
show has a great deal going for 
it and we are sure the pacing 
will pick up as it goes along.
